The first prize on the list is the 
Morrison Scholarship for the best scholar 
in the gohool, so. Atat. is the recipieat, 
I have myself beon examining Mr Lio Atat, 
and I have much pleasure in giving him 
this, the first prize in the School (Applause), 

- Thanks to the musificence of Mr M-rrison 
and to tho arrangemonts made by the 
Trantecs this pupil will roceive $60 por 
anoum for three years, and 1 now give 
him that eum for the first yoar. 1 
Kai Ming olao 3 $60 for tho third 
year of this Scholorship, Last. year 1 bad 
the pleasure of giving him a prizes, and this 
oar Lbad the satisfaction of seeing him 
t charge of one of the rooms upstairs, 
where he was employed in teaching his 
__ young country en. English, In the school- 
room over which he presides nono of the 
‘pupils could. speak a word of English last 
year. To-day, however, I found, on ex: 
mining these acholars myself, that ton or 
twelve of them had a fair knowledge of 
colloquial English. 1 think yory satis- 
factory progress has been made in his 
department; and I have the pleasure of 
honding him $60, This is the-third year 
he hss received the prize, and he is now 
“employed in the School teaching English, 
(Applauee.) Toau. Kit For also receives 
§60 for tho second year of the Morrison 


” Scholarship, and 1 have plessure now of.

The goutleman to whom be referred was 
the Kev, Mr Edge, who would: probably 
favour them with a few romurks, 
The Revd, J. 0. Edge, of the London 
‘Missionary Society, then spoke as follows t 
_ == Your Excellency, Ladies and Gentlomen, 
-—Aaa missionary I have especial pleasure 
in coming here to-day, The work of edu- 
cating the young has great claims upon the 
interest of all right-thiaking mou, aud I 
cannot epesk even a few words bere with- 
out thanking Your Excellency for the 
kindly intereat that you have taken in this 
work“sioce your arrival in Hong.ong. Tho 
mission schools in this place ure liberally 
supported by the Government, 1 believe 
more liberally now than at any fo:mer 
time, and I venture to say thot we should 
be unreasonable did we expect or ask more 
asaistance than we are now receiving. We 
are not hindered in our proper work of 
religious instruction by any undue restric- 
tion on the part of the Government ; on the 
contrary, the pecuniary help granted for 
., the reaults of our secular teachlog has made 
it possible for us to give to the Chinese, 
what, uo far as.my experience goes, they 
ore quite willing to recvive—a religious 
education ; and in addition to this your 
Excellency has visited most of the Mission 
Behools, much to the encouragement of the 
teachers and to the benefit ot the scholars. 
I know, of course, that this school and in 
fact all the Goverament Schools are Seoular 
Schools,- But, Sir, the boys here re- 


. , oelve a good education; 1 am thankful 


‘for that and am not in the least grieved 
that that education is seoular. As a 
Christian, man and a5 a misstonary 
pay emphatically that 1 cannot expect tho 
Government of Hongkong to burden itself 

with the oure of souls, Now, Sir, if you 
willallow me, J willsay onewordin reference 
to the Morrison oholarship that you 
have just given away.. It in confer- 
red mpon the boy who has gained the 
greatest number. of marks in the Annual 
Sobool examination, Tbe Head-master 
of this school, the Senior Missionary 
of the London Missianay Soclety and the 
Minister of Union Ohurob ‘aro the trustees 
of this fund; they represent the Missionary 

.Boclety andthe Community of Hongkong, 
end in that capucity they heartily oon- 
gratulate the boy who. has galned the 
poholarship, especially as be undertakes to 
remain jn this school three years longer, 
I wish, Sir, that you had many more scholar- 
ships to present under similar conditions,

sisting of unofficial members of the Coundil; 
the Colonial Secretary, Mr Price, the act- 
ting Head at present of the Education De- 
partment, my ponourable friend near me, 
and the Officer then in command of the 
troops: That Conference met and ~con- 
‘sidered the papers whioh 
put into my habds, and the varloug 
minutes and correspondence that had passed 
upon the subject. The result. was that 
the Conferonce passed certain resolutions 
with respect to the.desirability of teaching 
more English in the. Government Schools, 
Thad no intention of carrying out those 
resolutions forthwith ; it was desirable that 
any changes to be made should be made 
with deliboration, and accordingly the 
improvement that has been effected in 
regard to the teaching of English hes 
been effected slowly, but I thiuk succezs- 
fuly, and 1 can now say, from the 
| examination I havo myself held hero .this 
day, that during the last twelve. months 
there hes beon in the acquisition of 
‘solloquial English satisfactory progress in 
this School. (Applause.). The Conference 
recommended that there should be an addi- 
tion to the staff of English teachors—in 
fact, the resolution was: to the effect that 
the.steff of Euglish teachers should be 
doubled, but-affer. some consultation with 
my honourable friends in. Council and with 
tho Acting Head of the Department, ‘Dr 
Eitel,_we arrived at the conclusion that, 
proceeding slowly. and carefully; it would be 
well for us to add but one European teacher 
tothe existing staff, That we did, and during | 
tholastsix months, instead of four European 
teuchora, we have-had' five in tho echool.’ 
‘We have also done whatever could be done 
to secure Chinese teachers who had » know- 
ledge of English, Oue young man, to whom 
Lhave given-a Moriison. Scholarship prize 
to-day, has been especially. usetu in 
teaching English to his young counirymon. 
(Applauge.) “You are no doubt aware that 
‘the Governmeat bas grudged no expense 
whatever in carrying out what will, [ be- 
lieve, be'a great benefit to the community— 
the: promotion of’ the prosperity of thin 
Sohgol. Tho Government has undoubtedly 
inourred last year for this Sobool s larger 
expenditure than has hitherto been inour+ 
red in the history of. the Oolony, but whe- 
ther that expenditure is wiee or unwise 
will depend upon the results, and ao far as 
reaulis have gone, co far as I have been 
ablo to test them, I believe it has béen a 
most wise expenditure. . But now, Ladies 
and Gentlemen, 1 think we ought-not to 
confine ourselves simply to the question of 
teaching English io this School. Other 
subjects are taught here, and I think some- 
thing might be done in the way of improye- 
ment with respect to one or two of them. 
‘Lhe first thing for us to do is to test, like 
men of business, the proficiency of the 
pupils in the subjects to which { am now 
about to refer. “You no doubt observed 
that { gave a prize in chemistry, and in 
the list of examinations which have been 
condioted here during the Inet month 
1 find the following subjecis—Algebra, 
Arithmetic, Chemistry, Composition, Dicta- 
tion, Diawing, Geography, Geometry, 
Grammar, Mensuiation and Translation. 
‘The question now arises—how far all these 
subjects aro successfully taught in the 
School. J know that an honourable friend 
of mine, who is present, takes a groat in- 
tereat in the etudy of Chemistry in this 
School I entirely share the interest he 
| takes in it, aud 1 believe the atudy of na- 
tura! sclonce—of Chomistry and of Physics 
generally, cannot fail to'be of the greatest 
importance 
and the rising generation, But it 
will not do for us elmply to see that these 
subjects are in the curriculum, and to know 
that text books treating of them are more 
or leas studied. We find in the list sqme 
boys in the first class who get prizes and a 
number of marks put before thelr names 
for knowledge in Obemistry. I find, on 
examination, that the maximum number of 
marks that any boy could obtain would be 
80; and I eco that the best boy in the fiat 
obtained 79 marks. Of course any of my 
honourable friends who are familiar with 
examinations in the Home universities 
know that to obtaia 79 marke out of 5 ma- 
ximum of 80 implies a sound and 
thorough knowledge. of the subject, It 
is best for ua to be thoroughly frank 
upon a matter of 
without mentioning the young gentleman’s 
name, 1 must caad.dly tell you that though 
‘Fhe has obtained the first prize, and although 
out of a maximum of 80 marks he obtained 
no less than 79, yet when I come to put to 
him to-day a few really very. simple elemen- 
tary questions I am sorry to eay that, of 
five questions I put to him, only one was 
answered properly 3 and, as on {llustration 
of the way in which Ohemistry: is taught 
here, [ may add that the same question was 
answered in identically the same words by 
all the other candidates to whom [ put {t, 
I put down upon a plece of paper five 
questions ; { then requested Mr Falooner, 
the Acting Head Master; to select the ten 
best boys in Chemistry} these ten boys 
each wrote down the questions read out to 
them by ‘Mr Falconer, and then proceeded 
to write anowers.. J must frankly say the 
result was most wneatisfactory, But to 
you Iam convinced there will be.a.point 
more interesting than the reault itsolf 
=if,, knowkng these- facts, I concealed 
them from you, and if, knowing them, 
VE .do not. do gometiing to remedy this 
[state of things (applause). Now, Zadies and 
‘| Gentlemen, we must mot conceal from’ 


ourselves’ the fact that the teaching of. 


Chemistry in this school cannot be-very 
much of a reality when wo remember that 
theee gentlomen’ who teach Chemistry havo: 
themselves {oformed us that it is nota 
branch of study for which they were pre 
pared; Mr Stowdrt atsured me last year, 
| when I apoke to him on- this subject, that, 
when he bad ‘to teach 
thing bo had to do was to learn it. Ad: 
cordingly he took.bia books, and the 
Government gave bim s laboratory, nnd be 


worked away with that combination of 


talent and observause which. distinguish 
him at all-thines, aud endeavoured to learn 
Chemistry for fhe purpore of teaching it. 
Well, Lhava no doubt that; althotigh pro- 
ficiens in the subjects usually taught in 
tui: school, Mr Falconer. labours tindst a 
similar dimdyaniege, and thetefote it. ts

able that wo should in this Colony. main-

neoms useless to teach them aa we have been 
going on, and 4 waste of the master’s and 
pupil's time, Therefore I think itis neces- 
sary for my friends of the Education Con- 
feronco, to whom I will refer the details of 
the subject, to coneider ‘what steps. we 
might take with respect either to erasing 
the subjects from the studies of the School, 
or introducing a more thorough teaching.of 
them... No doubt tho latter step would en- 
tail expense, but in considering the matter 
of oxpense, Ihave evory reason to know 
that the fathors of most of tho boys who 


are listebing to me now—men of wealth, | 


shopkeepers in this town— will be only too 
glad to pay a little more in schoo} foes 
when they find the standard of education 


in these subjecta is really raised ; “and, 


therefore {t may be possible for us to im- 
prove’ our. system and not to incur any 
additional expense to the rate-payers. You 
may-remember that last year 1 roferred to 
the fact also that in Government schools 
outside this inatitutioo—in the ,various 
smail sohools.-throughout the Colony—4 

Haglish was taught. We had.not a single 
Government School, excep:ing this one, in 
whioh English wan taught, and the Kduoa: 
tion Oonforence: agreed with moe entirely 
that we should -endeavour to have 
English taught in other Government 
Schools than the Oentral School, it 
did so happen that’ a former pupil of 
this school was supposed to be teaching 
English in‘ village achool at Aberdeen, 
4nd a very curious fact was brought to 
light on an inepection being made by my 
learned friend, Dr, Eitele Mr Stewart was: 
under the impression that there was some 
repugnance on the part of the peoplo af, 
Aberdeen to learn Jsnglish, and that the 
reason why the Government school there 
was so thitly attended, ‘was that thore was 
some indifference to the advantages of 
public education in: Aberdeen, but my 
learned friend, Dr. Eitel, reported that in 
Aberdeen, in addition to the Government 


School, which was certainly very slender | 


in its attendance, there were three vtber 
sohools—three schools maintained by Chi- 


nese residenta in that little village for the.| - 


education of their children; and those 
Chinese shopkeopera are prepared, and I 
think next month; they ‘will begin, to con- 
tribute somethi he payment of Eng- 
lish teaching in \gne their schools, So 
that to begin with, we Rnow that in Aber- 
deen thero was no. willidgness whatever to 
have education, and they actually proferred 
to send thoir childien fo schools for which 
they paid, than to send them to our own 
soboola because they did not thiok the 
masvor was an efficient man. And it tarned- 
out thar he-was not efficient, Mr Folooner. 
made a report regarding the mén, who was 
brought here, and it ws shown that he waa 
natucally incapacitated fur a teacher, and 
the result is that we have got a moreefiici- 
ant teacher for Aberdeen, There we shall 
be teaching English sbortly, and in 
other schoola we are now teaching the 
language. In Wong-nei chong we have a 
flourishing school and the villages contribute 
themselves. a portion of the salary of the 
teacher who is teaching English there.’ In 
other villages we have proceaded in the 
samo way. What has been done has been 
done alowly and cautiously, but we ate 
making progress in these village schools, 
and I hope next year, when I have the 


pleasure of addressing you in this Hall, | 


we may, with the assistance of Mr Stewart, 
be able to give you a still more favourable 
account of English teaching. (4 pplausae.)
